The eighth four-weekly report issued by 
the Free State eens of Agriculture in 
connection with the egg-laying competition, 
which is being conducted at the Munster 
Institute, Cor covers the period 12th 
October to 23rd: May. and states that the 
general health of the pullets during the 
eighth iod was good. Production was, 
however, adversely affected by the seasonal 
increase in the number of broody birds, 
which totalled 112 during the four weeks. 
Constitutional weakness aud lack of stamina 
are now taking toll of individual birds, the 
mortality figure being thus greatly increased. 
Nine birds died during the period. 

In the duck section the general health of 
the birds was satisfactory. The birds:are all 
looking well, and there was a good steady 
“gE, yield for the four weeks.
